He or she wants to go faster 
and faster still, -until all speed limits 
are lost sight of. The pace is mo- 
mentarily , dangerous.

are never safo from a sudden break- 
down. At a speed of thirty or forty 
mi'es an*, hour, often exceeding the 
speed of a railway train, wrecks are 
Imminent from causes within tho ma- 
chine as well as without, and a wreck 
under such circumstances is just as 
apt to cause injury or loss of life as 
a lailway wreck. 


Not only should auto-inobriates be 


protected against themselves, but the 
innocent public should also be pio- 
tected. The speed-limit law must be 
enforced.
